amendment to prohibit federal super- 
vision of elections unless the state leg- 
islatures refuse or (ail to act, was de- 
feated, 46 to 4S 
The 
resolution 
as 


amended was then finallv adopted 64 
to 24. 


As passed by the senate the resolu- 


tion contains a "stinger" which is ob- 
jectionable to the friends of the move- 
ment, and which, it is predicted, will 
prevent its ratification In the required 
three-fourths of the states in order 
to have it incorporated as a nai t of the 
fundamental law 


This objectionable feature 
is

Bristow amendment, similar in sub- 
stance to the Sutherland amendment 
of last session, which leaves control of 
the "time, place and manner" of hold- 
<ng elections in the hands of the Fed- 
eral Government, instead of placing it 
entirely within the jurisdiction of the 
states, as the resolution passed b\ the 
house, fathered bv Senator Borah, and 
urged b\ the Democrats, provided

DEATHS AT OTHER POINTS 


Communication Interrupted and 


Big Lead Cables are Snapped 


Like Pieces of Twine. 


New York, June 13 —A number ol 


lives—early reports place the figure at 
-5—were lost, and enormous propertj 
damage was caused by a terrific elec- 
trical storm which swept 
the coast 


from Norfolk to New England late last 
night and early this morning 
It was 


the fourth storm for New York since 
Saturday night. Telegraphic and tele- 
phonic communication has been inter- 
rupted while hundreds of thousands oE 
trees have been uprooted, 
buildings 


unroofed and fences and buildings de- 
molished 


Three men were killed and a woman 


badly shocked by lightning at Allen- 
town, Pa 
More than 
1,000 were 


thrown into a panic and women and 
childien were trampled 
when light- 


ning set fire to the church steeple in 
Highstown, N. J, where commence- 
ment exercises were being held. Many 
small vessels and minor craft 
were 


swamped in the vicinity of Norfolk, 
and fifteen persons are missing 


Three persons were killed m Phila- 


delphia and vicinity 
Bpltimore and 


Washington were cut 'off early today 
as tar as wire communication 
was 


concerned. It will be several days be- 
loie communication is entirely re- 
stored 
For miles to the south 
all 


poles weie sti etched along the ground 
while the big lead cables containing 
hundreds of wires have been snapped 
as though they were pieces of twine. 


Baltimore, Vvashington and the Del- 


aware. Maryland, Virginia 
peninsula 


were the first to feel the storm. At 
Baltimore enormous hailstones broke 
windows and the teirifle peals of thun- 
der and vivid flashes 
of 
lightning 


threw the negro quarter into hysterics. 
\t Newport News small craft were 


swamped along tne James river and in 
Hampton Roads 
Although fifteen per- 


sons, all fishermen, are reported miss- 
ing, 
no bodies have been recovered. la 


the height of the storm a three-masted 
sand schooner dragged her anchor and 
lammed the submarine £>eal and the 
Old Dominion linei Jamestown Grain 
elevators, were demolished and fac- 
lories and dwelling houses unroofed 
The propei ty loss on the Peninsulc 
including the damage to crops, wil' 
probably exceed half a million dollars

Dress Cottons That 'Wear Best. 


HEN summer comes, In our climate, it usually comes with a rush; 


and the mercur} stays aiound the top of the bulb day In and day 
out 
Cotton clothing becomes a necessity and a woman almost 


lives In cotton dresses the summer thiough 
And if she has to 


carefully to the expenditure of her money, she naturally \\anta 


to get cotton goods that will give her good wear 
She doesn't want to 


spend her money tor fabrics that will go into holes in a little while, or 
whose coloi \\ill soon fade 


Corded fabrics do not wear so well as the plain weaves 
The threads 


are liable to pull away trom the cords 
This does not mean they will not 


wear satlsfactoi lly tor ordinary use 
Many a woman has secured all the 


service she wants out of a dimity or a coided lawn 
But coided wea\es will 


not Liw the seivlceof a gingham or of some ot the ottfer substantial plain 
fabrics 
And the woman v/ho must have eveiy ounce ot wear possible can 


Invest hei money to better advantage than in cordtsd cotton fabrics 


Pressing a material with the thumb will give some idea of its quality 


If It tears apart easily, it has little wear In it 
\Vettmg it to see if the gloss 


dl^fppsars is also a way to discover it the matenal is a flimsy quality, stif 
fensd up with starch to give the appeal ance of ' body " 


To tell if the color will fade, it is well to get a sample, wash it, and 


heag H in the stiong sunlight 


Some people soak colored cottons In salt water to "set" the color, but 


manufacturtrs claim that this process hab no value at all 


In buving linen, tr> to get jam-dyed linen 
In fact, yarn-dye in an% 


cotton or linen goods is better than piece-dyed goods 
But it is paiticulailj

June 11.—Pastor 
Russell preached 
here twice today 
to 
great 
audi- 


dences. Both ad- 
dresses were out 
of the ordinary 
and well calcu- 
lated to make tbe 


hearers sit up and take notice. 
We 


report one of these discourses from 
a text we never before heard treated 
and did not even know was lu the Bl- 
bte (Acts li, 34): "For David la not 
ascended into the heavens." 


The Old Testament Scriptures we ac- 


cept as of equal authority with the 
New Testament, said Pastor Russell, 
because Jesus and the Apostles so ac- 
cepted them, and indeed based all of 
their teachings upon them. Tbe false 
impression which has gone abroad 
amongst Christian people, that the Old 
Testament 
Scriptures are obsolete, 


that their predictions have al! been 
fulfilled, is very erroneous. This has 
greatly hindered Bible study, and has 
paved the way to grievous errors. It 
should be remembered that the Old 
Testament represents the only Divine 
revelation made to man during the 
4158 years from the creation to the 
time when Jesus at His baptism was 
proclaimed "the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world." 


In all the Old Testament, from Gen- 


esis to Malachl, not a single suggestion 
Is offered of a change of nature from 
human to spiritual, nor of any other 
heaven than that which God had orig- 
inally provided for man—the Garden 
of Eden. Tbe hopes inspired in Israel 
by the Divine promises pointed them 
forward to the time when God's bless- 
ing would obliterate the curse of sin 
and death and uplift mankind from 
present degradation, back to the orig- 
inal perfection. The Seed of the wo- 
man, it was promised, should ulti- 
mately "crush the Serpent's head," de- 
stroying the evil that is in the world, 
and establishing a reign of righteous- 
ness Instead of the reign of sin and 
death. Messiab, aa Emmanuel, would 
bring these great blessings to Israel; 
and, through /Israel, they would be 
spread amongst all nations by Divine 
power. Paradise, lost through disobe- 
dience, will be restored through Mes- 
siah. 


Instead of expecting a change of na- 


ture from human to spiritual, the 
teachings of the Old Testament led 
the Israelites to expect that God 
would make no change from His orig- 
inal purpose. He made not the earth 
to be destroyed by flre nor to be per- 
petually under the cloud of sin and 
death lEcclesiastes i, 3). He formed 
It to be Inhabited by a human race, In 
Bis own Image and likeness. Adam in 
his original purity being a sample. 


David's Soul In hUll. 


As tbe Old Testament tells nothing 


about a heavenly condition, likewise it 
tells nothing about a hell of flre or 
torment. Such devilish theories were 
Invented by the heathen, from whom 
many Christians have slme absorbed 
moie or less of the false doctrines. 
The Law and the Prophets do refer to 
hell some sixty six times, but the hell 
which thej teach Is the grave, the 
tomb, the state of death. From first 
to last till mankind, both good and 
bad, go to hell, sheol, the tomb. Abra- 
ham, 
Isaac and Jacob and all the 


Prophets died without giving the 
slightest 
intimation of 
Purgatorial 


Buffering for anybody, or a hell of 
eternal torture. 


The writers of the New Testament 


were also Jews, and it might here be 
noted that nowhere did they describe 
the Hell and Purgatory which v*e 
Protestants und Catholics conjured up 
during the Dark Ages. The New Tes 
lament, written in Greek, is In full ac- 
cord with the Old Testament, viltten 
In Hebrew—the sheol of the latter is 
the hades of the former. Unfortunately 
Our translators have, in the English 
Bible, mixed things up in a terrible 
fnshlon. giving us hell and pit and 
grave as synonymous interpretation^ 
of .iheol and hades. "Orthodoxy made 
hell fiery and thus our eyes of under 
standing have been darkened through 
the machinations of our great Ad 
Versary, "the Prince of darkness " 


But all this demoniacal mlsrepresen

"Slept With Hi* Fathers- 


All through the Scripture* natural 


fleep la used as a figure for death, aa 
the present time of the reign of alu la 
represented as a night time, and the 
coming reign of Messiah la propheti- 
cally described as the morning of a 
New Day, a New Epoch. 
"Weeping 


may endum for a night, but Joy com- 
tih in the looming," wrote David. The 
night has lasted for six thousand 
years; the New Day is the seventh- 
thousand, the Sabbath of the great 
week. It will be the awakening time, 
as the six thousand years of the reign 
of sin and sorrow are the time lu 
which our race has been going down 
Into death—into the deep sleep from 
which none will come forth except by 
the call of Messiah. 


The penalty of death upon our race 


would have blotted us out of existence 
like the brute beasts had not God's 
mercy from the beginning made pro- 
vision for a Redeemer and for His 
Church and joint-heir; and for the 
Messianic Kingdom; and for the resur- 
rection, the awakening of all mankind, 
through this Kingdom. It was in view 
of that hope of a resurrection of the 
dead that believers spoke of their 
deceased friends as falling asleep. 


This expression is used frequently In 


the New Testament. St. Stephen fell 
asleep in death; St. Paul, having in 
mind the great work of Christ on be- 
half of the world and the eventual 
awakening of all, declared that be- 
lievers need not sorrow as others over 
flTe death of their friends and neigh- 
bors, but might realize that all "sleep 
in Jesus," and that eventually God, 
through Him, will bring to pass the 
general awakening of the dead, all of 
whom are yet to be brought to a 
knowledge of the truth that they may 
be saved from sin and death and ob- 
tain Restitution (Acts ill, 19-23). 


Pastor Russell quoted the Scripture, 


"Abraham slept with bis fathers," 
and declared that Abraham's fathers 
were heathen men. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that good and bad, 
kings and princes and others, are, in 
the Scriptures, declared to have fallen 
asleep. So it was with David. These 
all slept in the Bible hell—in the tomb. 
They are all unconscious; as the Scrip- 
tures declare, "The dead know not 
anything; their sons come to honor 
and they know It not; they come to 
dishonor and they perceive it not of 
them"; "There is neither wisdom nor 
knowledge nor device in ahenl [hell, 
the grave], whither thou goest"— 
whither all go (Job xiv, 21; Ecclesias- 
tes is, 10). 


"Thou Wilt Not Leave My Soul In 


Sheol." 


The Prophet David declared his faith 


in a resurrection of the dead vtheu he 
wrote, "Thou wilt not leave My Soul 
in hell <»fteoi, the grave), nor suffer 
Thine Holy One to see corruption" 
(Psalm xvl, 10). St. Peter (Acts ii, 
25-31) calls our attention to the fact 
that the Prophet David did see corrup- 
tion, and hence that this statement 
was not in regard to himself but Jesus 
—that the soul of Jesus was not left 
in sheol (Greek, hades); and, additional- 
ly, the flesh of Jesus was not allowed 
to corrupt. 


St. Peter was pointing out the ful- 


filment of this prophecy of the resur- 
rection of Jesus from the dead on the 
third day, when he made use of our 
text, "David is not ascended into the 
heavens; * * » bis sepulchre is with 
us unto this day." 
St. Peter's argu- 


ment is that David was in his sep- 
ulchre and was still dead, but that 
his words were a prophetic reference 
to Jesus' resurrection. 


Many Christian people repeat every 


Sunday what is styled the Apostles' 
Creed, which declares the crucifixion 
and death of Jesus and His descent 
into hell-Into hades—and that "God 
raibed Him from the dead on the third 
day." All intelligent Christians under- 
stand that the hell to which Jesus went 
was not Purgatory nor a place of eter- 
nal suffering, but the grave, gheol, the 
tomb, the state of death. This Is 
proved to be the Apostle's thought by 
the words, "God raised Him from the 
dead, for it was not possible that He 
should be holden" of death. 


David Will Not Go to Heaven. 


King David will not go to heaven, 


snid Pastor Russell, and he will not 
desire to go to heaven, for the same 
reason that a fish has no desire to 
perch upon the limb of a tree nor a 
bird to make its home under the water. 
As these animals have natures distinct 
and ape adapted to the conditions which 
God has provided, so the nature of 
man, even when brought to human per- 
fection, will enjoy and appreciate more 
the earthly blessings which God has 
provided for him than he would enjoy 
the heavenly blessings which God has 
provided for the Elect "little flo< k"— 
"the Church of the First-Boras" (He- 
brews xll, 23). 


The reason for this is plain when we 


remember tbe Apostle's words 
He 


fcave entered Into the heart of tuoa the 
treat thing* which God has lu reserva- 
tion for those that love Him"-lore 
Him more than they love houses or 
lauds, parents or children, or self. 


We can plainly see, then, that with- 


out this begetting of the Holy Spirit, 
which belongs, of course, to tbe serv- 
ants and handmaidens of God during 
this Gospel Age, none are able to ap- 
preciate the things unseen. 
And 


hence the world of mankind In gen- 
eral, brought back to perfection—and 
all the teav (xtck, appreciating human 
perfection—will be willing not to sac- 
rifice their earthly nature to obtain a 
heavenly, but will enjoy the earthly, 
under perfect conditions, in a Para- 
dise restored (Isaiah xxxv, Ezeklel 
xxxvii). 
/ 


David Wa* a Prophet. 


On a previous occasion we saw the 


teaching of the Scripture* to be that 
the first to be blessed by Messiah's 
Kingdom will be the Ancient Worthies 
—Enoch, Abraham, Moses, David, and 
the Prophets—and that these will be 
made Princes in the earth. As one of 
these Princes, the Prophet David will 
have a very glorious station. His long 
career, his "ups and downs," said the 
Pastor, show us the lights and shad- 
ows of the Prophet's character more 
particularly, perhaps, than in the case 
of any other Bible character. And 
they show us a noble character, de- 
Bpite David's human weaknesses and 
the frailties qf his flesh, augmented i 
in power by his kingly office and the I 
misconceptions of kingly prerogatives 
which prevailed in his day. 


The beautiful tralta of the character 


of David, on account of which he was 
declared to be, not a "new creature," 
not a "son of God," not an "heir of 
God and Joint-heir with Messiah," but 
"a man after Clod's wen heart"—these 
traits were his loyal obedience and his 
repentance of everything which in any 
degree was displeasing to God and in- 
terrupted the fellowship Divine. 


God's Spirit-begotten children may 


not, therefore, take the Prophet David 
or any of the Ancients as their pat- 
tern. 
Only Spirit-begotten ones can 


serve as examples to the Church. 
They should walk in the footsteps of 
Jesus, and may even take tbe Apos- 
tles and other faithful brethren for 
examples. The Apostle, however, sug- 
gests that the Church may look back 
with profit upon the Worthies of the 
past, to note their degree of faith in 
God and their obedience to that faith. 
St. Paul, however, explicitly reminds 
us that God has provided some better 
thing fpr us—the Church—that the An- 
cient Worthies, without us [members 
of The Messiah], cannot be made per- 
fect (Hebrews xi, 38-40). 
Joint- Heirship With Chriet the Better 


Thing Reserved For Christian*. 


The "better thing" reserved "for us" 


who are called of God during this Gos- 
pel Age is the joint-heirship with 
Christ, Jehovah's only-begotten Son 
and heir of all things, the partaking 
with Him in all His subsequent work 
for the blessing of God's Intelligent cre- 
ation. Therefore it Is, as the Apostle 
states, that the reward of the Ancient 
Worthies tarries until first the over- 
coming Gospel Church is exalted to

declares, "The natural man recelveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God, 
neither can be know [appreciate] them, 
for they are spiritually discerned" (I 
Corinthians ii, 14). 
Only those who 


have been begotten of the Holy Spirit 
are enabled to understand the deep 
things, the spiritual things of the Di- 
rlne promise, and to rejoice therein, ns 
ilie Apostle explains (I Cortnthlaim It. 
ft. 10). 


And even when thus spirit-begotten 


tnd with their affections set ou things 
ftbove, the Lord's consecrated "little 
nock" experience difficulty In keeping 
their affections on the Heavenly things 
and off of the earthly things, because 
the latter appeal to them continually 
through all of their earthly senses. 
They are therefore exhorted to "look 
not at the things that »ro seen, hut at 
the things that are unseen," which "eye 
bata not »een nor ear beard, 


the throne with Christ in the dawn of 
the Xew Dispensation, now so close at 
hand. 


As soon as~the spiritual phase of the 


Kingdom is established in power the 
setting up of the human phase will be- 
gin. In humble recognition, therefore, 
of the Divine purpose and order in the 
superior exaltation 
of the Gospel 


Church, we repeat the Apostle's state- 
ment that "they (those noble, loyal, 
righteous, faithful Ancient Worthies) 
without us shall not be made perfect." 


But as to whether we shall be num- 


bered among the "us" depends upon 
our successful running of the race set 
before us. Surely, no less faithfulness 
and nobility of character can be ex- 
pected of itt than of those who ran for 
the earthly prize. And since all the 
blessings of God's Plan—the exalta- 
tion of the Ancient Worthies, the lib- 
eration of the whole world from the 
bondage of sin and death and tbe final 
Judgment of angels—await the mani- 
festation of the spiritual sons of God, 
the Gospel Church, therefore the Apos- 
tle (chapter 12), in forceful metaphor, 
points us back to those 
Ancient 


Worthies as a stimulus for faith and 
zeal, saying-— 


"Therefore also we, being compassed 


about with so great a cloud of martyrs 
[Greek martnron—who so nobly wit- 
nessed for God and righteousness], let 
us [emulate them and] lay aside every 
weight and the sin which doth so easi 
ly beset us, and let us run with pa- 
tience the [higher, heavenly] race that 
is set before us, looking unto Jesus, the 
Author and Finisher of our faith, who, 
for the joy that was set before Him, en- 
dured the cross, despising the shame, 
and is set down at the right baud of 
the throne of God ", 


Jesus, our Ransomer, Is also our 


Forerunner and Pattern in this race 
He ran successfully, and, in conse- 
quence, is even now at the right hand 
»)f the throne of God, whither we also 
may go to Him. 


Jesus' way to the crown was the way 


of the shameful cross, and He said. 
If any man love me, let htm take up 
his cross daily aud follow me; the 
.icrvant Is not above his Lord, etc 
Persecution and shnme and gilef and 
loss are our portion In this present 
tvorld. hut exaltation and glory will 
follow in due time, if we faint not 
Therefore we are urged to consider His

When you see a smoke-colored gentleman 
in a turban aud vague, white underpin-

What we later 


realized was that Ram Zafaryab Chadderjee, B A., 
was the bearer of its treasures—its moral and mystic 
treasures, that Is— and had fixed on Santa Dominica 
as a radiating center of distribution. 


Not that we learned all this at once. Ham didn't 


shase after us; his idea, I suppose, was to let us chase 
after him, and in the general languor of life in 
Southern California, the process was slow. It began 
by our meeting him at dusk as he was being driven in 
a shabby buggy by a Japanese servant; and often, in 
our crude Occidental way, we would honk him to one 
side, more as though he were a domestic road hog 
than an imported East Indian prophet. 


But soon, of course, we got to speculating as to 


who he was, and where he came from, and what he 
was for generally, and by degrees worked ourselves 
into a mild frenzy of curiosity. It grew frenzier and 
frenzier when it came out that he was living in the 
Grierson place—an immense and lonely house four 
miles from town, which had been 
built years before and never occu- 
pied, the story going that some mil- 
lionaire had intended it for his son, 
who had died of consumption be- 
fore he could be brought West. 
This may have been a legend, but 
at any rate the Grierson place had 
never been inhabited, and stood as 
solitary on its hill as a tomb. 


Here on the lower floor the 


Prophet was said to be installed, 
and the description of his abode 
varied with the imagination of the 
narrator. 
Some would have it a 


scene of Oriental luxury, a satrap'3 
camp, with scented fountains, price- 
less rugs and mysterious tapestries, 
behind which voices hushed, and 
feminine forms rustled as you obtruded your prying 
nose. 
Others declared that Ram slept on the bare 


stones, an ascetic saint, and ate nothing but a little 
.boiled horse fe«d. I rode up there one day to see 
what it was like for myself, but all I found was a 
ghostly stillness and a freshly painted board with 
"Silence" on it. I suppose a gentleman oughtn't to 
have tried the doors, which were locked, or have 
rapped loudly -with his crop against the windows, or 
have cried out "Halloo, there," in the tone of a chauf- 
feur backing his car into an old lady—but all this I 
did, 
and did in vain, as far as raising a pin-feather
